SOME TIMELY SUGGESTIONS 


Gas and Water Companies May Be 


ndifferent to the Street * 


Railway Tracks. 


.While there Is so much talk about 


the water and gas mains and under 
ground telephone cables 
suffering 


from electrolysis, caused by a leak- 
age of the electrical current from 
the Street Railway tracks, a few of 
the statements made by William Bor- 
phy of Boston in a recent address 
on electrolysis delivered at a fire 
chiefs' convention might be interest- 
ing. Under the surface of the street 
are laid gas and water pipes. 
Once 


properly laid they could be relied up- 
on for from twenty to thirty years, 
until the advent of electric 
street 


railways. 
Then the world became a 


great electro plating bath at times, 
and the destructive and rapid coro 
slon of gas and water mains and lead 
covered underground cables commenc- 
ed.With tho destruction of water pipes 
the city is olten at the mercy of fires, 
and the failure of gas pipes from the 
same cause, may cause loss of Ino and 
destruction of -property. 


What It Is 


Electrolysis is the separation of a 


chemical compound Into its consti- 
tuent parts by the use of an electri- 
cal current. 
A length1 of seven Inch cast Iron 


pipe one-half Inch thick weighs 44'J 
pounds, and If a flow 232 amperes was 
maintained steadily for a year from it 
through the ground. If tho rate de- 
composition was the same as In an 


. electrolytic cell, it would be entirely 


consumed. 
This might not be true 


in 'all cases, because the same cona»- 
tlons do not exist In all kinds of soils. 
Dry sandy soils are poor conductors; 
•wet loam or clay are better conduc- 
tors. 
When earth of any kind is sat- 
nratcd with water It offers less reals- 
tence by electricity than w_en dry. 
Where Iron pipes are attacked 
in 
earth that is always moist tho decom- 
•position will continue as long as the 
current continues to flow. 


Not Great Uniformity 


Decomposition does not take place 


unlformlly over the . entire 
surjfacic 


of the pipes, but In spots, so that the 
amount of Iron decomposed need not 
be so great to cause leaks In the pipe. 
as- if the whole surface was attacked 
at the same time. 
This Is also the 
case with lead -pipes, and It is not nee- 
essary to decompose anything like 
the weight 'of metal contained in a 
pipe to render it unsafe or useless. 
While the soli Is wet the iron at the 
point where It Is attacked takes the 
form of a soft pasty substance. 
So 


long as It Is moist, tho Iron under it 
being clean and bright. 
Tho condi- 
tion exists so long as the soil Is wet 
and the current continues to flow. 
When the soli becomes dry ana re- 
mains so for some time, the flow of 
current from the pipe decreases or 
stops and the paste becomes hard. 
as it. and the surface iron under it 
becomes oxidized. 


The Circuit 


A street railway circuit consists of 


a rtynamo or a number of them, an 
overhead trolley wire and tho rails 
wnich the cars run on. 
Current is 
taken from the trolley wire by means 
ol its trolley wheel and arm and then 
to the motor and then -to the rails, 
over wnlch it or a part of It. flows 
back to the negative side of the dy- 
namos. 
If all of the current was re- 


turned to the dynamos over the rolls 
there would be no electrolytic core- 
aion of gas and water pipes, 1ai~ un- 
der the ground In the Immediate nei- 
ghborhood of the 
street 
railway 
tracks, but as the rails are not con- 
tinuous conductors it Is found some- 
•what difficult to do so. 


A Difficult Task 
For various reasons It has been 


found difficult to maintain tho contin- 
uity of the rail as a conductor of 
electricity at the Joints. 
It 
Is dif- 


ficult to maintain a good connection 
between copper and 
steel. 
There 


oxidation takes place. 
If this goes 


on steadily the resistance of the Joint 
Increases and the current seeks Ue 
earth, then the water and gas pipes, 
then'leaves theni again, when electro- 
lytic corrosion takes place In propor- 
tion to 'the amount 'of the current

It Is now a matter of Indifference to 
this company what condition 
tho 
street railway tracks are In. 


The Remedy Proved 
The remedies that should be applied 


in all cases are namely, tho best 
possible kind of track construction. 
next training the pipe lines of cur- 
rent. and last the Insertion of Insu- 
lators In the pipe lines. 


The first should be made imperative. 


the second Is but a partial remedy. 
and the last Is far superior to the 
second, as It will prove an effectual 
barrier to the flow of current over 
gas or water pipes.

Is In other .hands, ant 
older heads are called npon for the 
two-fold responsibility. Johnnie gets 
up In the morning after ho Is callejl 
and if Mary IB on time at school I 
Islbecause of a mother's, thoughtiul 
nese. 


In every well regulated home tho 


discovery Is made long uefore the 
children are ready to leave It, 
tha 


compulsion Is not the best.discipline 
School becomes distasteful as 
the 


years of young manhood and woman 
hood approach, and unless the mind 
can be reached, and the Judgment In 
fluenced by persuasive argument the 
school life Is ended. 
Cases are ex 


tremely rare where education Is ac 
quired' as the result of compulsion 
on the part of parents. 


The first choice made by. 
man; 


young people is the determination to 
leave school, and take up the active 
work of life. 
While it Is frequently 


an unwise choice, and disappointing 
to cherished plans, .yet the fac». If 
recognized that freedom of. action and 
decision can not always be controlled 
and so the young life enters the larg 
er school of experience. 
tnThe -father knows that tho boy is 
.a novice, and the mother realizes 
That' the girl Is making a mistake 
but the choice has been made and ev 
erf ,-{effoTt. Is exhausted to put the 
young people on their feet. They nev 
er realized before the value at some 
one to lean upon and council with 
for they soon discover that the firs 
choice, and the first exercise of free 
•will Is but the Initiation into a lit 
that is new and strange to them. 


The boy has an ambrtlon to become 


a merchant, he finds employment It 
a neighboring city and leaves the oid 
home with a mother's kiss warm on 
his cheek, and a fathers "God bless 
you my boy." sounding In his ears. 


He was the pet of the householi 


yesterday, surrounded by friends am 
pleasant associations. 
Today he Is 


a five-dollar clerk in a house that has 
no Interest in him beyond the servlco 
he can render. 


He Is his own free moral agent a 


liberty to think and act for himself 
and'the age and event of rcsponslblll 
ty Is upon him. 


How will he meet it? That all do 


pends upon the stuff he Is made of 


The code of discipline, to which he 


gives tacit consent. Is very brief. It 
•ays. "Be on hand promptly at sev 
en o'clock In the morning 
and 
be 


faithful and honest In your work." 


The conditions do not seem difficult 


until he is remlndcfl for tho first 
time In the language of tho business 
•world, that ten minutes after sev- 
en Is not seven, and that promptness 
Is required of every employe. 
His 


father sometimes scolded him for be- 
ing late., but the mother was alwayi 
ready with an excuse. 
A feeling of 


resentment Is in his heart, as 
tho 


thought comes to him that ho is his 
awn master, free to choose and ac 
for himself. 
He could leave the 


place If he didn't like It 


This feeling Is intensified a few 


days later when he Is called to account 
for a little act of carelessness that 
seemed so trifling as to be of no Im- 
portance. ' No time Is wasted In ar- 


iment or explanation. 
The rules of business arc very ex- 


acting but their observance Is always 
a matter of choice. The young man de- 
cides for himself whether he 
will 


regard or disregard them. 
If 
he 


chooses tho latter ho simply walks 
out to find other employment, and nei- 
ther sentiment nor business Is disturb- 
ed by the transaction. 


If ho settles down to honest work 


and decides to be loyal, ho has simply 
taken the first step. 
Other questions 


crowd for solution. 
The matter of 


association, of habits, of morals and 
others of Importance, demand Individ 
ual-choice. 
There is no restraining 


hand and frequently no word 
of 


friendly council or advice. 
It is not at all surprising that many 


young men raako shipwreck of life 
before the voyage Is fairly launched 
because lacking wisdom and courage 
to choose rightly.* * * 


Tho choosing time of life Is the des 


tiny making period. 
The young man 


who 
chooses to become a servant 


of 
tho 
devil, 
soon 
finds 
him- 


self as much a slave to the service 
of- sin, as were the Idolatrous tribes

If he deliberately chooses to drink
